My Dearest Life uml Love: 
You have hurt me, I know not how much, 
hy tile information iii your last that my letters 
toyon haw lately Uvn less frequentIkhmu e I 
httve felt less e< •ncerned for \ ou. 
The sa-pie* 
ion is mort unjust; may I not a* bl. it is most 
unkind? 
H aw we Ihnsl now almost

ofyeurs iii the *h*.-est and dourest conjugal in­ 
timacy to so little purpose, that oil an appear­ 
ance of inattention to you, urul which you 
might have accounted for in a thousand ways 
more natural aud more probable, you should 
pitch u[»on Hint single motive which alone is 
injurious to mc? 
I have not, I own, wrote St 
often to you us I wished, and as I ought. 
Hut 
think of my situation, and ti urn ask your heart 
lf I lie without excuse. 
We are not. my dear. 
est, in circumstance* lite most favorable to 
our happiness; but let us not, I beseech you 
idly make them worse by indulging auspicious 
and apprehensions, whicli mind* in diatro 
are but too apt to give way to.

Rttl* punctilios of friendship as, it may be be­ 
coming, but my heart tells mo there never was 
a moment in my life, ainee I first knew you, in 
which I did not cleave and cling to you with 
the warmest allect ion, and it must cease to 
beat ere it can cease to wish for your ha pp!

Aud now will my dearest love permit me. a 
little more earnest))' titan I have ever yet done, 
to press you to consent tit that so necessary, 
bo safe, so easy, though so dreadful a thing, 
the being inoculated.

absolutely necessary. 
I am far from being 
sure that that reckless mailman, our quondam 
governor,from the mere lust of doing mischief, 
will not soon U-take liim-'if to carrying on a 
predatory war in our rivers.

tomac will certainly be thought most favora­ 
ble for his purposes, as affording et oile to keep 
without the reach of unnoyalice, I have little 
reason to flatter myself that it would not Im 
particularly pleasing to him to vent ins -pile 
at my house.

No doubt it will make a good deal of noise in 
the country; and there are some who think it 
useful to have tile minds of the people kept 
continually on the fret by rumors of this sort. 
For my part. I, who am said to Im* the object 
principally aimed at in it, find myself iierfectly 
at my ease, and I have mentioned it to you 
only from an apprehension thai, hearing it 
from others and not from me, you might im­ 
agine that I WOS in lite midst of danger that 
I know not of.

wiseacres laughed w hen the idea of systemati­ 
cally foretelling storms was broached, and 
thought it absurd, but the idea has become a 
practicality, and "Probabilities’’ are already 
looked upon as certainties, failing rarely. 
Readers will doubtless be interested in a 
detailed description of the Storm Signal Sys­ 
tem, and we ‘-•hull in part use the words of a 
correspondent of the Journal of Commerce, 
who accompanied a Congressional Committee 
to the headquarters of General Myer, in Wash­ 
ington, one night a few weeks since.

perfectly w ithout exposure either to the direct 
rays of the sun, or to the currents of air which 
are always found at the window casings and 
doors. 


The thermometer is hung at tho height of

It is placed so as to avoid the light reflected 
from surrounding object*, rain, snow and 
hail. 
Reading the thermometer is done ru]i- 
idly and with grc it care, so that it m aybe 
'lone with exactness, and the working of the 
Instillment may not be* influenced by the heat 
of tile hotly or lantern. 
Hie hygrometer is an instrument used in 
determining the degree <ff mo 1st ore in the at­ 
mosphere. 
It is placed iii the some shelter as 
the thermometer, nnd near it. 
The cistern is 
kept supplied w itll pure water ut all times 
when tin* uir is above the freezing point, ami 
the lump'.! lek on the wet buhl is changed ut 
the end of each second month, and tin* bulb 
carefully cleaned. 
When tilt* temperature of 
tilt* air is below the freezing }H»int, lite water 
is emptied from the cistern and the wet bulb

The wind-vaue is worked ou th** same prin­ 
ciple a* are the weathercocks. 
It is, however, 
of scientific construction, and by means of a 
dial at the base, gives with great exactness 
the direction of the wind in any point of tire 
compass. 
Winn the wind blows violently it 
vibrates continually, bul by gauging Hie mean 
direction of the wind is easily .Hemline*!. 


The rain gauge is placed with the top of Hie 
runnel-shaped collector a foot above the sur- 
f ic** of the ground, Anniv fixed in a vertical 
position. 
It is examined «UUy; the amount of 
water it contains carefully measured with a 
graduated roil, emptied and again fixed in 
place. 
Ami Hi*’ clock, which is a good one. 
keeps Washington time. 
With these instruments, none of widen are 
complicated, the humidity of the utnuHphore, 
force, velocity ami direction of the wind, state 
of the thermometer, and all particulars uliout 
the weather, including the inches of rainfall, 
are ascertained in every part of th** I ailed 
States. 
They have also an instrument by 
means of which Hie) determine Hie depth of 
water in western rivers at certain season* of 
Hie year, which information is highly inqior- 
tant to certain classes of i>cople iu the dry sea­ 
sons. 


Observations are made three times each 
tw enty-torn- hours, morning, evening and mid­ 
night. 
At 11.35 P. M. on the night Hie cor­

hi each of the sixty-two stations, all the obser­ 
vations ure taken ut the same instant.
